There is a. peculiar. quality 
‘about the |§commemoration 
every year of Armistice Day ‘in 
the British Empire. 
monies are concerned not only 
with commemoration of the 
jglorious dead, though this may

day of remembrance which the 
whole Empire keeps —'some 
deeper significance, some less 
obvious: reason... for the hold 
which this annual commemora- 
tion has upon the minds and 
imaginations of the British 
people.

Languages . 


HOUGH ° classified as a deaf- 
mute, Miss Lalla Lee of 
Ossian, Iowa2 has command of 
three languages — English. Ger- 
man and Norwegian. Her voice is 
not .especially strong but can, be 
heard and is readily intelligible. 
And though she cannot hear, she 
“lip-reads” the same three lan- 
guages. : 

Miss Lee was born in Norway, 
came to the United States at 2 
very tender age, and became deaf 
in childhood. At the Lutheran 
School in North Detroit she was 
taught to read, write and speak 
German. Next she attended the 
State School in Council Bluffs 
where she learned English, and 
later she attended Galldudet Col- 
lege in Washington.
